To amelio- 
rate climate, to assist in the prevention 
of injury against extreme climatic cold 
in Winter and of the frosting of the 
germ bud of fruit in the spring, all or- 
chards should have 'planted in and 
among them indiscriminately, evergreen 
trees nt distances oach of not over 150 
apart. Such a course pursued, we have 
no doubt, will render greater health to 
the trees, and be productive of more 
regular and uniform crops of fruit. 
At 


all events, it is worth trial, and we shall 
be glad if our readers can inform us of 
any practical experiments on the sub- 
ject.

A MOTHER OF CRIMINALS. 


The Cost to the Community of Heg. 


leetlBg • Single Pauper CU14. 


From the New York .Time*. 


In the meeting held yesterday of 


the State Charities' Aid Association, 
Dr. Harris brought forward some of 
the moat remarkable statistics which 
have ever been obtained in the science 
of criminal reform. While reading of 
the efforts of the Prison Associatisn 
the attention of the Doctor was called 
to a county on the Upper Hudson, 
where there wu a remarkable proper 
tion of crime and poverty to the whole 
population. The county contained but 
ooo town, and only small villages, with 
a population of some forty thousand ; 
vet the number of paupers in its alms- 
house was 480, or about one in ten, 
not reckoning a considerable number 
assisted by out door relief. This pro- 
portion is probably greater than that of 
London or Paris ; but of this wo can- 
not be certain, owing to tbe defective 
method everywhere adopted in the 
statistics of pauperism of enumerating 
names as persons. It is certain, bow- 
over, that the proportion of paupers 
and criminals in the county was alarm- 
ingly great. The attention of the Doc 
tor was attracted to certain names 
which everywhere appeared in the 
criminal and poor house records of tbe 
county, and he was led to follow up 
the traces of certain families. These 
•again seemed to be connected, and he 
was induced to search still further the 
genealogies of these families. The re- 
sults will remain as permanent' and 
most startling facts in the history of 
crime and its consequences. 


It should be understood by our read- 


ers that ordinarily it is extremely diffi- 
cult to trace the descent of a oriminal 
family. 
In cities, such families be- 


come broken up, and their members are 
scattered everywhere. 
In 
villages, 


though their lines of descent may be 
followed, yet the retributive laws of 
Providence usually carry the effects of 
crime only "to the third or fourth gen- 
orations," and then tbe race comes to 
an end through physical and moral de- 
generation, the final members being 
commonly idiots, imbeciles, lunatics, 
and, in some cases, vreteins. 


It happened, however, in this qounty 


that the physical vigor of the particular 
family traced, preserved some of its 
members for their evil destiny, and en- 
abled the investigator to trace them du- 
ring six generations of wickedness and 
misery. Some seventy years ago a 
girl named ''Margaret" was left adrift 
in one of those villages — it does not ap- 
pear whether through the crime and 
misfortunes of others. There was no 
alms-house in the place , but she was a 
subject of out-door relief, probably re- 
ceiving occasionally food and clothing 
from the officials, but never educated, 
and never kindly sheltered in a home. 
She became tbe mother of a long race 
of criminals and paupers, and her prog- 
eny has cursed the county over since.
